The AARC activities were organized by KL7JKG with many members 
participating. KL7EKR provided a tower for the tri-band beam of KL7IBZ 
The slow scan demonstration was conducted by KL7HAB, KL?TPN, and KL7HOT 
The teletype stations were provided by KL7FHF and WB6FZN with consider 
able help from KL7ITI. KL7BJ and KL7AP ran the RTTY while 
KL7JDH and KL7JDI organized the traffic routing.
